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Festival gets 
the go-ahead 


HEADLINERS Chase & Status, Calvin Harris and 
The 1975 are among a string of stars who will be 
playing at this year’s Wireless Festival - after it was 
given the green light to take place in Finsbury Park. 

Haringey Council confirmed on Friday that the 
three-day music event will go ahead despite a fierce 
campaign mounted by park groups to ban the 
festivities. It will take place on July 8, 9 and 10 and, 
according to the council, bring much-needed revenue 
to the park. 

The Friends of Finsbury Park were trying to get 
the event banned, claiming that last year’s Wireless

POLICE are offering a reward of up 
to £20,000 for information in a fresh 
bid to catch a murderer who gunned 
down a teenager. 

Seven years to the week after 18-year-old 
Abdulkarim Boudiaf was shot dead, in Broad¬ 
water Road, Tottenham, his family have backed 
a new effort by detectives to find the killer. 

Abdulkarim was shot in the chest shortly 
before 10pm on Saturday, March 14, 2009, and 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 

His murder remains unsolved and detectives 
continue to appeal for new information to bring 
the killer to justice. 

Detective Chief Inspector Andy Chalmers of 
the Met Police’s murder squad, said: “I am hop¬ 
ing that someone who previously did not feel 
they could come forward will now, after seven 
years, feel able to provide us with the informa¬ 
tion we need to solve this case. 

“On the evening of the murder, Abdulkarim 
was in the vicinity of The Elmhurst pub, in 


Lordship Lane, with friends when, just before 
10pm, he was confronted by his killer, who shot 
him twice. Your help could remove a dangerous 
killer from the community. 

“Were you in or around The Elmhurst on the 
night of the murder? Did you see the shooting 
and who was responsible? Do you know who 
killed Abdulkarim?” 

The victim’s father Noureddine said: “When 
my son was killed, the whole family was com¬ 
pletely destroyed. 

“There is a killer running free on the streets. 
We want your help, the help of the public, to put 
my son’s killer behind bars.” 

And his brother Abdurahman said: “For the 
sake of dignity, humanity and justice, please 
come forward and help my family to move for¬ 
ward toward a normal life.” 

A reward of up to £20,000 is available to any¬ 
one who comes forward with information that 
leads to the identification, arrest and prosecu¬ 
tion of those responsible for the murder.

Marquee destroyed in garden blaze 

A MARQUEE was destroyed in a fire that 
tore through a garden in Tottenham on 
Friday morning. 

Three fire engines and 15 firefighters from 
Tottenham and Edmonton stations attended the 


scene of the blaze in White Hart Lane. The emer¬ 
gency services received the call just after 7am 
and the fire was under control an hour later. 

The cause of the fire is being investigated. No 
one was injured

A statement on the organisation’s website 
states: “Our campaign to stop Wireless 
Festival is rapidly gaining momentum.

“We are not against Wireless Festival, but 
its sheer size and scale is totally inappropriate 
for Finsbury Park. We are happy to see 
events staged which don’t involve the closure 
of one third of the park in high summer, are 
more inclusive of the local community and 
benefit the park itself.” 

The friends group also has worries about 
safety. Last year’s event was marred by 
trouble as crowds of ticketless fans tried to 
break down fencing to get in. 

But a spokeswoman for the council said 
that this year’s event would run as smoothly 
as possible. “We will be working closely with 
event organisers Festival Republic and local 
people to ensure this event takes place 
smoothly and safely with as little disruption 
as possible,” she said. 
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‘Social’ supermarket’s 
location is still unclear

MYSTERY surrounds the location of a 
new “social supermarket” which is set to 
open in Enfield and will help the most 
vulnerable people in the borough. 

Residents on low incomes will be able 
to show their ID and then buy cheaper 
in-date food that could not be sold by 
supermarket giants because of incorrect 
packaging or over-production. 

Enfield has been targeted for the new 
store - with Haringey and Lambeth - as 
it has the highest number of families 
affected by the benefit cap in the UK and 
the sixth largest number of households 
living in fuel poverty in London. 

Not only will the “social supermarket” 
sell in-date food which would otherwise 
be sent to landfill, staff will also help 
with employment, budgeting tips and 
cookery lessons. 

The borough has been awarded a share 
of £300,000 from Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson’s High Street Fund to set up the 
new shop, which, the mayor said, will 
share a library site in Upper Edmonton. 

Mr Johnson said: “This funding will 
help boroughs kickstart ‘social super¬ 
market’ ventures that can really help 
local people on tight budgets. 

“I want to see more innovative 
schemes on our high streets that tackle 
food waste, help communities and offer 
access to a variety of good standard 
cheaper food.” 


Enfield Council refused to confirm the 
whereabouts of the new supermarket, or 
the date it would open - but one of the 
potential sites is understood to be the 
premises currently occupied by Fore 
Street Library, pictured above. 

A spokesman said: “The council is 
assessing bids from a range of organisa¬ 
tions for its community library initiative 


including the social supermarket pro¬ 
posal. No decisions have yet been 
made and bidders will be advised of 
the outcome of this process by the end 
of March.” 

The three new supermarkets follow the 
success of a pilot shop which opened in 
Lambeth last year and has so far helped 
520 households in south London. 


Hatton Garden 
raid: suspended 
prison sentence 
for woman, 36 

THE daughter of one of the 
ringleaders of the Hatton 
Garden jewel heist was 
sentenced on Monday for her 
part in the biggest robbery in 
UK legal history. 

Terri Robinson, 36, of 
Sterling Road, Enfield, was 
given a two-year suspended 
sentence at Woolwich Crown 
Court after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to conceal, convert 
or transfer criminal property. 

Her father, Terry Perkins, 

67, of Heene Road, Enfield, 
had been jailed for seven years 
earlier this month after 
pleading guilty to conspiracy to 
commit burglary. 

Breen Walters, 44, of Manor 
Court, Enfield, was also given 
a two-year suspended prison 
sentence on Monday after 
admitting conspiracy to 
conceal, convert or transfer 
criminal property. 

Danny Jones, 60, of Park 
Avenue, Bush Hill Park, was 
also jailed for seven years 
earlier this month for his part 
in the £14million robbery and 
Hugh Doyle, 49, of Riverside 
Gardens, Enfield, received a 
21-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, after 
being found guilty of 
conspiracy to conceal, convert 
or transfer criminal property.

SCRATCH-BUILT rockets made from polystyrene cones 
used to hold chips were launched skywards by pupils at a 
Southgate primary school on Monday. 

The Year 5 youngsters at West Grove school, in Chase 
Road, counted down excitedly to lift-off as they joined the 
space race. 

It was all part of special lessons about Earth and Beyond 
in which school governor and former secondary school 
science teacher Tom Yeo helped fire the imaginations 
of youngsters. 

He became “Major Tom” as the astronaut lost in space 
for a creative writing class, assisted the pupils in building a 
scale model of the solar system in the playground and then 
helped as the youngsters assembled and decorated the 
conical chip holders with their name or the logo of the school. 

He then attached tiny motors with propellant inside them, 
which when ignited by an electrical charge went whoosh 
skywards like a real Saturn rocket. 

“The children were thrilled, even though the rockets only 
climbed to about 90 feet, but they returned to earth just like 
the re-entry craft from the Apollo missions,” said Mr Yeo. 

“It was aimed at enthusing the pupils about science and 
from their reaction it obviously worked.”

Geoffrey and sisters recreate family snap - almost 80 years on

WATCH the birdie! A dream to 
recreate a treasured family photo 
more than 78 years after it was 
taken was fulfilled for a former 
headteacher of an Enfield school 
on Monday. 

Geoffrey Mills, 80, and his sis¬ 
ters Margaret, 86, and Jean, 82, re¬ 
created the original snap, in which 
the three of them were featured as 
small children outside their then 
home in Conway Gardens, Enfield. 

Posing for Advertiser photogra¬ 
pher Anne-Marie Sanderson as 
they did when their father took the 
sepia-coloured print back in 1938, 
it brought back cherished memo¬ 
ries for them. 

Geoffrey, who was head of 
Latymer School, in Haselbury 
Road, Edmonton, from 1983 to 
1998, and his sisters, had planned 
for years to recreate the mirror- 
image, but had never got around to 
it until now. 

“I was only two at the time, 
so don’t remember it,” said Mr 
Mills, who lives in Wades Hill, 
Winchmore Hill, “but I have won¬ 
derful memories of my childhood 
spent there.” 

His father Thomas, a shop¬ 
keeper, had bought the three-bed- 
roomed house for £800 in 1936. 

Mr Mills’s mother died when he 
was just two months old from 


tubercular meningitis and he and 
his sisters, he recalled, had been 
separated and “farmed out” to 
aunts and uncles. 

His father bought the house to 
reunite the family and advertised 
in the Methodist Recorder for a 
housekeeper, whom he later mar¬ 
ried and who brought Geoffrey and 
his sisters up as her own. 

“What I remember most is 
the total freedom we had as chil¬ 
dren playing at Hilly Fields or 
spending many happy mornings 
playing with by beloved dog 
Bobby over Whitewebbs wood,” 
said Mr Mills. 

The family lived there until 1948 
when they moved to a flat above 
their father’s grocer’s in South 
Street, Ponders End. 

Mr Mills’s sisters travelled from 
Wheathampstead and Bishop’s 
Stortford in Hertfordshire to recre¬ 
ate the pose for the new picture - 
and they were kindly invited inside 
their old home to have a look 
around by its current owners, Jan 
and Tom Florides. 

“They showed us tremendous 
hospitality,” added Mr Mills. 

“The old house had changed a bit 
and the garden no longer had the 
three elm trees or the sheds where 
we bred chickens. 

“It was a day my sisters and 
myself won’t forget and we now 
have another treasured keepsake to 
show out grandchildren.”

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Loss of parks police ‘will not 
drive up crime’, insists council

COUNCIL chiefs have hit back at 
accusations crime will rocket in the 
borough with the loss of parks police. 

The leader of the Tory group on 
Enfield Council Terry Neville issued a 
stark warning last week that the deci¬ 
sion to save money by axing the dedi¬ 
cated parks police will leave residents 
feeling unsafe. 

The move to axe parks police 
comes as the Met and the council 
drew up a new contract in which 
PCSOs will no longer have a role in the 
borough’s parks. 

Mr Neville said that in Enfield Town 
Park, where there have been incidents 
of theft and other criminality in the 
past, families will be reluctant to spend 
time there as they will not feel safe. 

“In Enfield parks we have had our 
share of incidents,” he said, referring to 
the fact that in the past week alone 
police have appealed for information 
after a two-year-old girl was grabbed 
by a stranger. 

“We need a dedicated parks service 
to make people feel safe, so that they 
use all the parks in the borough. 

“The problem is this administration 
have no gumption, they just accept 
whatever the Met tell them to do 


without making suggestions for solu¬ 
tions, like using volunteer police offi¬ 
cers to patrol the parks to deter crime 
and vandalism.” 

The council’s cabinet member for 
community organisations and culture 
Yasemin Brett admitted that she was 


not happy with the police cuts in the 
borough, which will reduce overall the 
number of support officers. 

But she insists that the council has 
decided to deploy fully fledged police 
officers across the whole borough, 
rather than focusing PCSOs in rela¬ 


tively low crime areas such as parks. 

She added: “The proposals we are 
putting forward, using our resources, 
will strengthen the provision of police 
officers in Enfield. We will contract 16 
more police officers to help keep our 
borough safe and secure.” 


Man charged 
after attack 
on pensioner 

A MAN has been charged after 
a partially sighted elderly man 
was rushed to hospital after 
being attacked in the street. 

Samuel Scott, 40, of no 
fixed address, was charged 
with grievous bodily harm, 
on Saturday. 

The 73-year-old victim, who 
is partially sighted and walks 
with the aid of a stick, was in 
Fore Street, Edmonton, when 
he was attacked on Friday. 

Police officers were called to 
the scene at the junction with 
Brettenham Road at about 
11.15am to reports of a fight. 

The elderly man was taken to 
hospital with an arm injury. 

Officers later arrested a 
40-year-old man in Brettenham 
Road on suspicion of assault. 

Detective Inspector Chris 
Rixon, of Enfield CID, said: 
“This was a cowardly attack on 
a vulnerable man and I would 
urge anyone who witnessed the 
assault, or has information 
regarding this crime, to contact 
Enfield CID.”

MP blasts health 
chiefs over trial 
run for improving 
access to doctors

ENFIELD North MP Joan Ryan has hit out at 
health bosses who awarded a lucrative pilot 
scheme extending GPs’ working hours to a com¬ 
pany with which they have close links. 

The Enfield Healthcare Alliance was granted 
“lead provider status” for a six-month pilot 
that began in October last year, while the other 
bidders - the Enfield GP Health Network - pro¬ 
posed double the number of appointments for the 
same cost. 

The pilot, which due to finish at the end of this 
month, is part of the government’s national drive 
to provide access to GPs 12 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Dr Mo Abedi, chairman of the NHS Enfield 
Clinical Commissioning Group, which commis¬ 
sioned the pilot, is a shareholder in Enfield 
Healthcare Alliance. 

Ms Ryan, MP for Enfield North, said she was 
“shocked” about “lack of transparency”. 

She said: “My two major concerns are that 
the people of Enfield are not getting the best 


value for money and that this contract was not 
fairly awarded. 

“The Enfield GP Health Network proposed 
double the number of appointments for the 
same cost, yet they were not awarded the 
contract. Why? 

“There is an obvious conflict of interest here. 
Dr Abedi is the chairman of the CCG and a 
shareholder in the Enfield Healthcare Alliance.” 

Ms Ryan added: “I value the involvement of 
clinicians in the commissioning of services, but it 
is important that this process is conducted in a 
fair and transparent way without any conflict of 
interest between commissioners and providers.” 


She said she had written to the CCG voicing 
her concerns and asking for further transparency 
and clarification. 

Under the pilot, appointments are available to 
all patients registered with an Enfield GP prac¬ 
tice from two sites - Evergreen Primary Care 
Centre, in Edmonton, and Green Lanes Surgery, 
in Winchmore Hill. 

The service is an extension of Enfield GP prac¬ 
tices - providing more appointments both in and 
outside normal opening hours to give patients 
improved access to doctors. 

The CCG strongly denied any conflict 
of interest. 


A spokesman said: “The award of the 
contract to deliver this pilot service was 
overseen by Enfield Clinical Commissioning 
Group’s procurement committee in order 
to ensure that conflicts of interest were 
managed appropriately. 

“The chair of the CCG’s Procurement Commit¬ 
tee is the lay vice-chair and lay member of 
Enfield CCG’s governing body. 

“The membership of this committee does not 
include any GPs. 

“All members of the procurement committee 
were unconflicted in the award of this pilot con¬ 
tract,” he added. 


Police hunt 
for man who 
grabbed at 
girl in park 


POLICE are appealing for informa¬ 
tion after a two-year-old girl was 
grabbed while she was playing in 
a park. 

The incident took place at about 
4.30pm on Thursday last week in a 
playground near Albany Park, in 
Enfield Wash. 

The toddler was with her mother 
when a man, described as black, in 


his late 20s and of medium build, 
grabbed the girl’s arm. 

The mother challenged him and he 
ran from the scene. 

Police said he was wearing a 
hooded jumper, black trousers and 
dark shoes and was carrying a 
black bag. 

The child was not hurt, but 
police said that she and her mother 


had been left “very shaken by 
the experience”. 

Detective Inspector Chris Rixon, 
of Enfield CID, said: “I would 
ask anyone who was in the park, 
or knows who is responsible, to con¬ 
tact police.”

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Rivals clash over 
plans for cycling

COUNCILLORS have clashed over figures 
showing the reaction to Cycle Enfield. 

Using a Freedom of Information request, 
Terry Neville, the leader of the Conservative 
opposition group on Enfield Council, is query¬ 
ing numbers in a question to the full council 
meeting this evening (Wednesday). 

Of 2,707 responses to the consultation on the 
Enfield Town plans, 65 per cent did not approve 
of a two-way cycle path option - and 69 per cent 
did not like an option which featured a central 
lane for cyclists. 

Mr Neville contrasted those figures with a 
higher level of opposition that Daniel Anderson, 
the cabinet member for environment, had spoken 
of in a statement earlier this month. 

In a question for Mr Anderson, Mr Neville 
asked if he could “confirm which set of figures 
is accurate, if either?” 

He also wondered whether the council would 
ditch the Enfield Town plans, whichever figures 
were correct, and asked what alternative propos¬ 
als were being considered. 

Mr Anderson, replying to the question, said: 
“The higher figures used in the press statement 
relate to the number of responses opposed to 
each individual option for Enfield Town.” 

He said that 40 per cent of people were in 
favour of one of the schemes and most people 
recognised the benefits. 

He added: “The progression of any of the 
schemes is not and never has been dependent on 
there being majority support. 

“We will be analysing the numerous responses 
to the consultation, together with discussion 
with the Mayor’s Office and Transport for Lon¬ 
don, to amend our proposals and so produce the 
best possible scheme for Enfield Town. 

“This work is ongoing and with 2,707 
responses to consider it will take many more 
weeks to complete.”

Former vicar 
is jailed over 
sex assaults 

A FORMER vicar has been 
jailed for repeatedly sexually 
assaulting a boy in the 1970s. 

Leonard Skinner, 79, from 
Newcastle upon Tyne, was 
entenced to eight years in prison 
at Blackfriars Crown Court on 
Tuesday last week after pleading 
guilty at an earlier hearing to 
two counts of indecent assault on 
a boy under 16 and two counts 
of indecent assault on a boy aged 
under 14. 

Skinner had been working as a 
vicar in St Peter’s Church, in 
Vera Avenue, Grange Park, 
when he abused the boy, whom 
he had been helping to prepare 
for his confirmation. 

A third party reported the 
abuse to police in October 
last year. 

Detective Constable Jon 
Ritsema, from the Met’s sexual 
offences and child abuse squad 
said: “Skinner used his role in a 
position of trust, as well as his 
friendly demeanour, to gain 
access to his victim. 

“I would like to pay tribute to 
the courage of the victim in 
speaking out against Skinner. It 
was his testimony that secured 
the charges and enabled this 
case to be brought to court.”

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Hospital poised 
for land sell-off

A CRISIS-HIT hospital is on the verge of selling 
off some of its land to developers hoping to build 
a school on the site. 

A spokesman from North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, has admitted 
that the trust which runs the hospital is considering 
selling a parcel of land at the south-eastern edge of 
the site to the One Degree Academy, which wants 
to open a school for children aged four to 18 on the 
land, just off the North Circular Road. The site is 
where the current blood-testing laboratories and the 
North Middlesex University Hospital NHS Trust’s 
headquarters are located. 

The spokesman stressed that work is already 
under way to build new laboratories and is 
expected to be completed this year. 

He told the Advertiser. “We can confirm that we 
are considering a development on our site that will 
enable the hospital to invest in much-needed new 
training and education facilities for our staff, help¬ 
ing us to consolidate our reputation as a great hos¬ 
pital to work and learn at.” 

The hospital has been subjected to much 
scrutiny after a series of incidents in which the 



A&E department could not cope with the volume 
of patients, with some, on occasion, being advised 
to leave the emergency ward if their condition was 
not life-threatening. 

The spokesman said that any change of use of the 
land would be subject to local authority planning 
approval. However, while hospital chiefs insist that 
the deal has not gone through yet, the academy is 
already recruiting for teachers on its website and a 
spokeswoman said that a permanent site had been 
secured for the school on the hospital land. 

She said that school bosses were “in the final 
stages of exchanging contracts on this site and 
hope to share the exact location very soon”. 

According to the spokeswoman, the school will 
be small, with only 90 pupils in each year, and will 
open its doors to Edmonton primary-aged chil¬ 
dren in September.

A KIND-HEARTED teenager who has 
spent years confined to a wheelchair after 
being diagnosed with a debilitating 
childhood disease has had her long hair cut 
to raise money for those “less fortunate”. 

Emma Thornton, 14, was diagnosed with 
Perthes Disease when she was just six years 
old. The condition affects blood flow to the 
hip joint and breaks down the bone and, in 
Emma’s case, was particularly severe. 

On Monday, she had her 18-inch-long 
blonde locks trimmed for the Little Princess 


Trust, a charity that provides real-hair 
wigs, free of charge, to boys and girls who 
have lost their own hair through cancer 
treatment and other illnesses. 

Her mum Theresa Thornton said from 
the family home in Chase Road, Southgate: 
“She was a really active little girl, she ran, 
rather than walked, from 11 months old. 

“She used to do gymnastics and 
trampoline classes, and never stood still, so 
when she woke up screaming in pain one 
day we assumed she had pulled a muscle or 
hurt herself that way.” 

After a series of hospital visits, Emma, 
who is now a student at Ashmole Academy, 


in Cecil Road, Southgate, was given her 
damning diagnosis. She underwent five 
major operations on her hip. She was 
forced to stop all exercise and needed a 
wheelchair and crutches after the surgery. 

Now, eight years later, she has had her 
final operation and is mainly free of pain. 

Theresa added: “We’re so proud of 
Emma. There have been some terrible times, 
but she is a really great girl and we have 
always tried to keep her optimistic. 

“She started swimming because she needed 
to keep active for her own state of mind 
and then took up music. Now she plays the 
oboe, violin and piano, all at grade six.”

‘One £700,000 home is 
not affordable housing’

RESIDENTS who have been battling to 
protect a conservation area are dis¬ 
traught that their objections have been 
ignored by planning officers. 

Richard Berndes, 47, of Essex Road, 
Enfield Town, is shocked that planning 
chiefs have recommended that council¬ 
lors give the go-ahead to build a four- 
bedroom house on a small patch of 
garden in Walsingham Road, which 
backs on to Essex Road. 

More than 80 per cent of the plot of 
land falls within the Enfield Town Con¬ 
servation Area. 

However, a report presented to coun¬ 
cillors states that they should give the 
green light to the new, two-storey house, 
which will be built on a garden and will 
overlook gardens in Essex Road. 

Mr Berndes told the Advertiser that 
the Essex Road Residents’ Association 
was shocked after hearing that the devel¬ 
opment was due to be discussed at a 
meeting of Enfield Council’s planning 
committee last night (Tuesday). 

“We only heard about this latest devel¬ 
opment last week,” he said. 

The saga of the development has been 
dragging on since 2010 when the devel¬ 
opers first submitted a planning applica¬ 
tion to the council. 

That initial application was rejected. 
However, in 2014, the developers sub¬ 
mitted a second application and were 
successful. 


Essex Road residents were so 
incensed by the decision that they 
brought a judicial review against the 
local authority. 

And in February 2015 the residents 
were vindicated when a High Court 
judge upheld every aspect of their griev¬ 
ance, ordered the council to pay all the 
costs of the claimants’ case and quashed 
the 2014 decision to grant planning per¬ 
mission for the development. 

Undeterred, the developers submitted 
a slightly tweaked application at the end 
of last year and the council looks set to 
give the seal of approval to the plans, 
despite more than 70 letters from resi¬ 
dents objecting to the proposals. 

Mr Berndes said: “The council seems 


like it is bending over backwards for this 
development for some reason. It keeps 
saying that the borough needs more 
affordable housing, but how will a sin¬ 
gle four-bedroom house priced at about 
£700,000 help with the shortage of 
affordable housing?” 

Outlining the reasoning behind grant¬ 
ing approval, the report states: “It is con¬ 
sidered that this isolated site itself does 
not contribute to the significance of the 
conservation area or to the New Town 
sub-area because it cannot be experi¬ 
enced from within any part of the con¬ 
servation area. 

“The development is considered to not 
lead to any harm or to a loss of signifi¬ 
cance to the identified heritage asset.”

Exhibition celebrates 
borough^ rich mixture

A NEW exhibition celebrating the rich 
diversity of Enfield is opening at the 
Dugdale Centre. 

Londinium, a poem celebrating language 
and diversity, written by Anthony Fisher, 
from Enfield, has been translated into 25 
languages and printed on to A1 -sized 
posters that will line the walls of the gallery 
space in London Road, Enfield Town. 

As well as the printed poems, there are 
language notes and a jukebox that plays 
recordings of all the translations, spoken 
by readers from the UK and abroad. 


A spokeswoman for the Dugdale Centre 
said: “We have a rich cultural diversity here 
in Enfield. 

“Obviously, there was a big Greek 
and Turkish migration and at the moment 
we do a lot of work here with people 
from Ukraine. 

“The poem has been translated into 25 
different languages, including Ukrainian, so 
the exhibition will be of great interest to a 
lot of people.” 

Mr Fisher wrote the poem in 2011 and 
came up with the idea for the latest pro¬ 
ject after a friend translated the poem 
into Hebrew. 

The translations also include Greek, 


Spanish, Bengali, Italian, Polish, Japanese, 
Latin, Arabic, Hindi, Danish, Turkish, Bul¬ 
garian, Welsh, French and Jamaican as 
well as English. 

Mr Fisher said: “I am fascinated by lan¬ 
guage. How did it begin? Why are there so 
many languages? 

“This exhibition celebrates the strength 
and acceptance of London and its history, 
which is full of so many intense events.” 

Dr Maria Kampyli, who translated Lon¬ 
dinium into Greek said: “The project is 
really interesting and the content of the 
poem is very powerful.” 

Londinium opened on Monday and runs 
until April 15. Admission is free.

A car that’s on your side 


By Matt Joy 


T HE 2 Series is already offered 
in pretty toasty M235i form, 
but now there’s a full-house M 
badge version, complete with all the 
kudos and expectation that comes 
with it. Seen as a spiritual successor 
to the limited-run 1 Series M Coupe, 
the M2 receives the customary level 
of M Division magic. 

Outside, there’s a tough-looking 
bodykit with pumped arches, air 
intakes that look as if they could 
inhale small children and steamroller 
19-inch wheels. Under the bonnet 
there’s a more powerful version of the 
3.0-litre, single-turbo straight six 
linked to a six-speed manual or 
seven-speed DCT automatic, with 
uprated brakes, the electronic M dif¬ 
ferential and aluminium suspension 
components similar to those on the 
bigger M3. 

Controlled aggression is the name 


of the game when it comes to BMW 
M cars and the compact shape of the 
2 Series translates exceptionally well 
into full performance guise. Dark 
gloss elements to the grille and 
wheels mean contrasting colours 
work well, while greys and blacks 
give a more subtle look. 

While the bigger M cars might be 
seen as the ultimate expression of the 
sub-brand, the M2 still has the looks 
and the cache to give car enthusiasts 
sleepless nights. It’s also the least 
expensive way into an M car, which 
will put it on plenty of shopping lists. 

The M2 offers the same cabin 
space as the standard 2 Series, which 
is perfectly reasonable for a car of 
this class. Up front, the sports seats 
offer excellent support, although 
even in their lowest setting the dri¬ 
ving position feels a fraction high. In 
the rear, legroom is good even for 
taller adults although headroom is 
relatively limited. The flipside is a 


huge boot, with 390 litres on offer. 

There’s a definite sense of purpose 
when you’re behind the wheel of the 
M2, even with it in the Comfort set¬ 
ting. The ride is firm, but not harsh, 
and keeps the body well under con¬ 
trol, while the easy torque of the 
turbo six makes short work of normal 
driving. Go for the DCT auto gearbox 
and urban traffic is a breeze. 

Get on the right kind of road, how¬ 
ever, and the M2’s real personality 
starts to come through. That effort¬ 
less torque translates into strong 
acceleration right around the rev 
range and, with Sport mode engaged, 
the throttle response is sharper and 
more of the engaging straight six 
engine note comes through too. 
Sixty-two mph can be despatched in 
4.5 seconds, but there’s no massive 
turbo kick. Instead, you know there’s 
always acceleration available, but 
never so much that it feels edgy. 

But what really marks out the M2 


as a fine driver’s car is the handling 
balance. Unlike the M4, the ratio of 
grip to power is just about perfect. 
Several laps of the challenging 
Laguna Seca racetrack showed the 
M2 to be confidence-inspiring with 
excellent traction out of slow corners 
and good grip balance between front 
and rear. It will also serve up lurid 
power slides when required, but only 
then. The rest of the time the M2 is 
world fast, capable, controlled and, 
ultimately, on your side. 

M2 prices start at £44,070 and for 
that you get the higher-specification 
navigation system, xenon headlights, 
19-inch alloy wheels and the higher 
grade of audio system including 
Bluetooth, DAB and BMW online 
services. The biggest option decision 
you’ll need to make is whether to 
choose the impressive M-DCT dual 
clutch transmission, but either way 
the M2 is a genuine M car for less 
than £5Ok.

POCHETTINO ISSUES 
WARNING TO RIVALS 


Things can only get better: Mauricio 
Pochettino believes that Tottenham 
will get stronger during the run-in

HEAD COACH Mauricio Pochettino 
has warned Tottenham Hotspur’s Prem¬ 
ier League title rivals that they will only 
get stronger during the rest of the season 
after his side eased to a 3-0 victory over 
Bournemouth on Sunday to keep up the 
pressure on leaders Leicester City. 

Spurs’ Europa League exit at the 
hands of Borussia Dortmund on 
Thursday means that all their focus 
will now be on their league campaign 
and they will only have to play one 
match a week during the run-in. 

Tottenham showed no signs of any 
hangover from their European exit as 
two early goals from Harry Kane - the 
first after just 44 seconds - and a 
Christian Eriksen strike saw them 
secure a comfortable triumph over 
Bournemouth to remain clear in sec¬ 
ond place in the table, five points adrift 
of Leicester. 

And Pochettino believes that the 
extra time they will have to prepare for 
their league matches will stand them in 
good stead in the coming weeks. 

“It’s true we go into a different period 
now to recently,” he said. “After the 
international break we’ll play one game 
every week, and we’ll have time to pre¬ 
pare for games in a different way, to 
train, to improve and do a lot of things 
that were impossible before. 

“We are in a moment where we need 
to see our future in a very good way. 
It’s important to keep working hard 
and fight in every game. 

“The gap Leicester have to us, we 
need to reduce. It’s true that they have 
a good advantage, but we need to fight 
and believe. 

“This squad is fantastic. The players 
and the commitment they show every 


week has been great from the beginning 
of the season.” 

The head coach was delighted by the 
performance against Bournemouth and 
was also full of praise for the exploits of 
star striker Kane, after his brace took 


him past the 20-goal tally in the league 
for a second successive year. 

“He is one of the best strikers of a 
ball and his performance was fantastic,” 
the head coach said. “It was a really 
good game for Harry. Is he the best 


striker in the Premier League? Lor me, 
yes. Maybe it’s difficult to say he is the 
best, but he’s one of the best. 

“I think scoring so early helped us. 
We dominated and deserved that result. 
The performance was good after that, 


we had control, created chances and 
we can feel very proud. 

“Every game is hard in the Premier 
League, but we showed maturity and 
the perfect balance between both 
offensive and defensive situations.” 


Kane hopes youngsters will get their chance 


HARRY KANE hopes that his 
goalscoring exploits of the past two 
seasons will encourage other Premier 
League managers to give young 
English players their chance to shine. 

The Tottenham Hotspur striker 
burst on to the scene last season, 
scoring 31 goals in all competitions - 
including 21 in the Premier League - 
and, after a slow start, he has man¬ 
aged to carry this form into the cur¬ 
rent campaign. 

Kane scored twice in Sunday’s win 
over Bournemouth to again go past 
the 20-goal mark in the league and 
move two goals clear of compatriot 
Jamie Vardy of Leicester City in the 
race for the golden boot. 

And the 22-year-old hopes that it 
will not be long before a host of other 
young English players will be given 


the opportunity to make their mark in 
the top flight. 

“If I can be a role model, or make 
another manager play a young player 
coming through rather than buy a 
player, that’s incredible,” he said. 
“Sometimes managers like to buy 
more experienced players from abroad. 

“There are players under their nose 
who will give everything to the club 
they’ve been brought up with, so the 
more chances players have at a young 
age, the more you will see young tal¬ 
ent coming through, as we have at 
Tottenham this season. 

“Alan Shearer was an idol of mine 
growing up. The number of goals he 
scored is incredible and they are the 
things you dream of. When you are a 
younger player, you watch people 
like that scoring goals every week, so 


it’s a dream come true to be doing 
that now.” 

Kane added: “Hopefully I keep 
working hard, keep getting better and 
score as many as possible. If an 
Englishman could win the golden 
boot this season, it would be great for 
the person who did it and great for 
the country. 

“The country wants players who 
score and create goals, and we have 
plenty of those at the moment. It’s a 
goal of mine to score more than I did 
last season. 

“After the first few games there 
was a lot of talk about whether I’d be 
able to, but I’ve stayed focused and 
it’s great to get to 21 in the league. 
There are seven games to go and 
hopefully I can finish with more than 
I did last season.” 


Borough secure a pair of draws 


HARINGEY BOROUGH picked up a 
pair of draws as they faced play-off chas¬ 
ing Brightlingsea Regent twice in the 
space of five days in Ryman League 
Division One North.
